This pamphlet summarizes briefly what the United Nations and the United States can do in 
giving technical assistance and economic aid to under-developed areas; the various problems 
which will arise in implementing this programme within the present world economy; the add- 
ed difficulties imposed by rising population groups; the need for increased educational op- 
portunities and the active participation of the peoples of these areas which would be neces- 
sary for minimum success. The last seven pages consider Brazil as a case study to illustrate 
the resources and development problems involved in a specific area. Discussion is based on 
the report of the Joint Brazilian - U.S. Technical Commission (1949) and the comprehensive 
so-called SALTE plan 1948). Particular attention is given to needed improvements in educat- 
ion, health and sanitation, as well as. agricultural production and distribution.

During its 25th session held in Brussels in November 1949, the Institute studied four ques- 
tions of particular importance to non-self-governing territories, the reports of which have 
now been published, with translations or summaries in French and Inglish. Contents include: 
(1) General considerations on the study of civilizations from both the static and dynamic 
points of view; (2) the present state of education in the countries studied by the Institute; 
(3) the problem of erosion in the territories developed under Western influence, in its 
economic, social and administrative aspects; and (4) the Changes since the war in the cons- 
titutions of territories under colonial status at that time. 


United Nations. Teaching about the United Nations and the Specialized Agencies, A report 
submitted by the Secretary-General of the United Nations and the Director-General of Unesco 
to the 11th Session of the Economi¢ and Social Council, July 1950. (Pub.No.E/1667). Lake 
Success, N.Y., 1950. 76 pp. $ 0.70 (Shortly to be published in French and Spanish). 


This document was prepared jointly by the United Nations and Unesco in response to a request 
from the Economic and Social Council for "a complete analytical report on the progress ahiev- 
ed in teaching about the United Nations in the educational institutions of Member States." 


The report constitutes an attempt to find out what is being taught about the United Nations, 
what have been the main difficulties encountered, and how they have been overcome. Individual 
reports received from 37 Member States have been used as the basis for a tentative analysis 
of the extent of this teaching, in schools, universities and adult education groups. A sec- 
tion of Chapter I gives information on teaching about the United Nations in Trust and Non- 
Self-Governing Territories; Chapter II gives an account of the part played by non-government- 
al organizations. Also included is an outline of the work being done by the United Nations 
and Unesco to encourage teaching in their Member States, with some suggestions fot future 
action. For those wishing to study the subject in greater detail there is a series of appaxd- 
ices including a short survey on teaching about the League of Nations during the inter war 
period, the full reports received from Member States during 1949, and a brief description 

of teaching aids available from the United Nations and Unesco on teaching about the United 
Nations.

The Michigan School Service Program is a demonstration and research project, sponsored by 
the Dept. of Public Instruction and financed by the W.K.Kellogg Foundation, which was begun 







in 1945 to test the assumption that the local public school system, working in co-operation 
with other agencies, can serve as the focal point in a programme of community improvement. 






Eight small communities are now participating, ther largest of which has a population of 





5,000, Organization varies in the different communities but there is 4 general pattern 







which includes the local selection of citizens' study committes in the areas of health, 
education, religion, home and family living, recreation, trade and industry, and farm mana- 





gement. Typically these committees conduct intensive community surveys which are then used 
as guides for action. The Department of Public Instruction provides consultant and techn ice

The basic outline of educational development if India was laid down in’the Report of the 
Central Advisory Board of Education entitled Post-War Educational Development in India 
(1944). The present report suggests needed modifications in the education programme in 
view of existing financial resources. The Committee recommends that the programme of com- 
Pulsory Basic Education be limited to 5 years (8 years was aimed at in the 1944 Report) 
with top priority given to its extension to all children 6 - 11 with a period of 10 years. 
"If financial conditions compel, the programme may be extended over a larger period but in 
no circumstances should it be given up."

At the request of the Government, Unesco in 1949 sent a four-man educational mission to the 
Philippines. Working in close contact with a group of Philippine educators, the mission 





spent almost four months in studying several phases of the country's educational system.This 
report contains the recommendations made to the Government, with a brief background on each 
problem to show the mission's reasons for its conclusions. 


In the first field, primary, secondary and adult education, the main proposals are : closer 
connexion between the curriculum and community needs; restoration of the full-day session in 
primary grades; increase in the number of schools; national planning for adult and fundament- 
al education. 

In the second field, teacher education, the mission advises vigorous action to increase the 
supply of teachers (there is a shortage of some 16,500) by setting up emergency schemes and 
improving existing normal college facilities. 

To meet the demands of such expansion certain administrative and financial steps are advis~ 
ed (third and fourth field of enquiry by the mission): a policy of decentralization to pro- 
vincial level, both for administering the school system, and for raising revenue. A formula 
is suggested for State support to local authorities.

and appreciation of the need to feel and behave democratically towards their classmates.

The catalogue is arranged by country and includes a brief introductory statement on the or- 
ganization of film services in the country, followed by listing of the individual films with 
full information on each (title, size, colour, sound, running time, producer, distribution 
source and description of content). It is hoped that it will be possible to complete the in-~ 
fomation from countries not yet reported and to begin a system of international film evaluat- 
fons. Meanwhile "the greatest usefulness of the present report should be to stimulate the 
use, exchange and appraisal of existing films and to lay the basis for a continuing inform-
